DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 15 
September has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 11-14, 16-19, and 21-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 2 
states the limitation "wherein said anisotropic electrical conductor includes either a 
metal wire selected from a gold wire, a copper wire, a brass wire, a phosphor bronze 
wire, a nickel wire, or a stainless wire as electrically conductive material, or one of gold- 
plated particles, silver-plated particles, and copper-plated particles". This limitation, in 
conjunction with the other claimed features, was neither found to be disclosed in, nor 
suggested by, the prior art. Claim 1 1 states the limitation "wherein said anisotropic 
electrical conductor includes either a metal wire selected from a gold wire, a copper 
wire, a brass wire, a phosphor bronze wire, a nickel wire, or a stainless wire as 
electrically conductive material, or one of gold-plated particles, silver-plated particles, 
and copper-plated particles". Claim 18 states the limitation "wherein said anisotropic 
electrical conductor includes either a metal wire selected from a gold wire, a copper 
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wire, a brass wire, a pliosplior bronze wire, a nicl<el wire, or a stainless wire as 
electrically conductive material, or one of gold-plated particles, silver-plated particles, 
and copper-plated particles". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed 
features, was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art. Claim 23 
states the limitation "wherein said anisotropic electrical conductor includes either a 
metal wire selected from a gold wire, a copper wire, a brass wire, a phosphor bronze 
wire, a nickel wire, or a stainless wire as electrically conductive material, or one of gold- 
plated particles, silver-plated particles, and copper-plated particles". This limitation, in 
conjunction with the other claimed features, was neither found to be disclosed in, nor 
suggested by, the prior art.
